Situated Near [ladoc. 


e Mine Since its Dis- 


covery—Product the Finest Quality. 


(From the Canadian Mining Journal.) 


In the report of the Bureau of) 
mines for 1899 mention is made of the} 
discovery of a deposit of excellent talc | 
in the vicinity of Madoc, and “he open- 
ing of amine, the product ox which 
was shipped to New York. The hope 
is then expressed ‘“‘that Canadian 
capital will be found to operate the | 
mine and prepare the product for| 
market at home. ‘The latter is yet an } 
unfulfilled desire. In the summary of | 
mineral production of Ontario for 
1889 the tale mined is set at 100 short 
tons, valued at $500. 

The report of the Bureau for 1900 
mentions the discovery again, and 
dwalls upon its importance and upon 
the purity of the tale, The shaft was 
then 48 feet deep, with a cross section 
of 18 by 20 feet. The output for 1900 
was 1,000 short tons, valued at $5,000. 

In 1901 the Henderson Mine (that) 
name still clings to it) was idle; but | 
tale was shipped trom the dump to 

the quantity of 400 tons. youl 

During 1902 the Henderson Mine 
and another talc mine near Gananoque 
aa together 697 tons, yalued at} 


In the succeeding year the mine is 
reported as haying attained a depth of 
53 feet. The width of the deposit of 
merchantable tale is put at 34 feet. 
The quantity raised at tne two above 
mentioned mines during 1903 is fixed 
at 920 tons, worth $2,625. 

One thousand three hundred and 
thirteen tons, valued at $2,919, was 
the quantity produced by Ontario in 
1904. Apparently all of it came from 
the Henderson mine. The year 1905 
saw about the same quantity mined, 
and in 1806, 1,234 tons, worth 
$3,030, The output for 1907 will total 
about 1,500 tons, The values per ton 
heretofore assigned are much below 
the actual price obtained for the tale. 

The Henderson tale mine was dis- 


meet an increased demand for some 
years tocome. It is the intention of 
the operators to win their supply of 
talc in future by dvifting to the strike. 
This will of course deyelop the prop- 
erty to the best advantage. 

The stock pile, containing between 
400 and 500 tons of this gleaming white 
mineral, was a remarkable sight at 
the time of the writer's visit. The 
massive tale shows not a tinge of ex- 
traneous coloring matter, No impuri- 
ties are visible. There are occasional 
inclusions of leek-green serpentine, 
which, however, powders pure white 
and is not culled from the shipments. 

The United States production of 
tale and soapstone during 1906 


amounts to 120,644 short tons, yalued] ¢ 


at $1,431,556. The average value per 
ton derived from these statistics is 
not reliable, The many grades of ma- 
terial mined and the conditipns of 
production intluenced the pricé in 
different loculities, But throughout 
the United States there was during 
1906 a marked falling off in the supply 
of the purer grade of tale, such as is 
mined at Madoc. Fibrous tale, in- 
cluded in the returns specified above, 
was mined to the extent of 64,200 
short tons, valued at $541,600 or $8.43 
perton. The uses of fibrous tale are 
much less numerous than those of the 
white granular miassiye yariety. 
Moreover, fibrous talc, of which the 
State of New York is the principal 
producer, is intrinsically less valuable. 
The Canadian product is sold at a 
high price in New York, The exact 
fignre we are_not at liberty to quote. 
But the market is limited and close. 
Hence production must be curtailed to 
a specified amount. There is no 
doubt that in an open market the 
Madoc tale would bring a much 
higher figure.

County, is operated under lease 
by Messrs. S. Wellington and Wm. 
Cross, of Madoc, Mining is conduct- 
ed for only three or four months of 
the year and the tale is consigned in 
lots of five or ten carloads to New 
York. The demand is limited to a 
maximum of 1,500 tons per annum, 
The present capacity of the mine is 
easily 60 tons per day, But since 
work is not continuous, time and 
money are wasted in unwatering and 
cleaning the shaft each season, 

The working equipment consists of 
a stationary boiler anda steam hvist 
by which two half ton buckets ave 
operated. Drilling is done by hand, a 
14 inch ratchet auger being used, The 
shaft Is entirely in clean talcand blast- 
ing and breaking are easy. 

Mhe shaft is 105 feet deep. It bot- 
toms in clean granular massive talc, 
Neither hanging nor foot wall is 
‘ble to the depth, where the shaft is 25 
feet wide ne 30 feet on the strike. 

It was the intention of a previous 
overator to start drifting ata depth of 
6 feet, and stations were started,

There is room here in Canada for 
the manufacture of many articles now 
imported from other countries, prin- 
cipally from the United States. A 
mill for grinding and preparing the 
tale would cost but a few thousand 
dollars and might readily be the basis 
of many flourishing industries. 

To illustrate this a few of the uses 
of prepared tale may be cited. 
Powdered or flour tale is used in the 
manufacture of electric insulators, 
foundry facings, fireproof paints, 
“dope” for dynamite, paper, toilet 
powder, lubricators, etc,, etc. It also 
plays an important partin the manu- 
acture of leather goods and of soap. 
Other uses to which powdered tale is 
put we shall not describe beyond 
mentioning that the mineral is made 
to play the part of an adulterant in 
certain foodstaffs. But sinful man 
and not the useful mineral must be 
blamed for this. 

Hearthstones, furnace linings, labor- 
atory, tables, laundry tubs, gas tips, 
pencils and an almost infinite number 
of lesser articles are manufactured 
from the massive unground steatite. 

The operators of the Henderson 
Mine, Messrs. Wellington & Cross are 
members of the Madoe Mining Asso- 
ciation. Tbe president is Mr. W. A. 
Hungerford ont the secretary is Mr. 
Denis Gillen. Mr. A. W. Coe is first 
vice-president and Mr, Wellington, 
second vice-president. The Associa- 
tion meets fortnightly in the Board of 
Trade rooms. Here opinions are ex- 
changed and mining matters are dis- 
cussed, The organization, which is 
closely affiliated to the Board of Trade, 
is informed with the spirit of mutual 
helpfulness. The members realize 
that their district needs not booming, 
but steady, careful attention, There 
are no capitalists in this handful of 
mining men, But there are self- 
reliant, strong men of high cours 
who intend to win and who ha 
large faith in the mining possibilities 
of Hastings County. 

Madoc is a bright, well-paved thriv- 
ing country town.

Two methods of fattening poultry 
are known and practised generally in 
this country and each has its advant- 
ayes.

jin crates and fed from a trough. The 


crates in genera) use are six feel long, 
sixteen inches wide and twenty inches 
high inside measurement. Each crate 
is divided by two tight woolen parti- 
tions into three compartments and each 
compartment holds four chickens, The 
frame pieces are two inches wide and 
seven-eighths of an inch thick; the 
back, top, ond front slats are the same 
midth, but only tireewighths thick.

English Firm of Engineers Will Make a 
Vessel of Extraordinary 
Speed. 


An experiment which, if successful, 
will create a new feature in marine cir- 
cles thal will male the time in crossing 
tho ocean by the steamer Lusitania ap- 
pear slow compared with tho speed of 
the fulure is being tested. 

The new idea is the application of 
electricity to turbines. A well-known 
firm of English engineers is equipping 4 
vessel with the apparatus designed, and 
will shortly make o practical test. 

WHEN AT ITS BEST. 

The steam turbine is most efficient 
when running at high speed, while a 
ship's propeller, on the other hand, will 
nol werk efficiently al the highest speed. 
If the speed be increased beyond a cer- 
tain point, far below the most efficient 
speed of the turbine, the blades of the 
propeller simply churn the water instead 
of driving the ship. It is impossible to 
gear down from a turbine to & propeller 
shaft, for the horse-pewer of marine tur- 
bines is too great for any practical form 
of gearing. Consequently the turbine 
had to be run slowly, and an inevitable 
Joss of efficiency in this direction is put 
up with, 

THE NEW PROCESS. 

The new process is not that the tur- 
bine should be coupled directly te the 
propeller shaft, as is now done, but 
should drive high-speed electrical gener 
ators, and supply current to electrical 
motors for driving the propellers.

THIRTY KNOTS AN HOUR, 


The Speed King of the Allantic may be 
driven by turbo-generators of 100,000 
herse-power, which would give a speed 
of 30 knots an hour. Such a vessel 
would have six turbo-generators of 20,- 
000 horse-power each, one of which 
would be in reserve. Each of her four 
propellers and the shafts would be pro- 
vided with six mctors of 5,000 horse 
aver, five of which would do the work, 
while the other would be a standby, ruo- 
ning light, but ready on the pressure of 
a button on the bridge to take up its 
share of duty. 


FROM THE BRIDGE. 


Transmission from the bridge by elec- 
tricity will mean a revoluticn. The offi- 
cer on duty will no longer signal his 
orders to the engine-room, On the 
bridge alongside him will be a keyboard 
of pushbuttons by which he himself will 
control every movement of the ship in- 
stead of ordering the engineers. To go 
astern, for example, ho will push a but- 
ton which will reverso the motors, and 
so with every variation of speed and 
direction. ‘The eye that sees the danger 
and the hand that prevents disaster will 
be controlled by one brain, and the navi- 
gating officer on the bridge, conscious 
of imminent peril, will net have to 
transmit mechanically his orders to the 
unseen engine-room below, where their 
immediate performance depends upon a 
man who by mistaking the orders may 
cause disaster to the vessel and loss of 
many lives.

Motor Cars, Instend of Lowering Prices, 
Has Had Precisely the Oppo- 
site Effect.

“Those people who prophesied thial 
motor-cars would make horses three a 
penny,” said Mr, Hearn, “were very 
much oul, There are nol enough horses 
to go round to-day. Many causes have 
combined to send up the price of horse- 
flesh. First of all, farmers were fright- 
ened when molor-cars were first intro- 
duced, and breeding fell off enormous- 
ly They were afraid of being ruined,

WOULD OUST THE HORSE. 


“The chief cause of the scarcily 's 
that we have depleted America and 
Canada of their horses. Until ten years 
ago the American Continent had not 
Leen looked to for horses; freights were 
dear, and the English buyer had not 
discovered its possibilities. 

“When they did it was a new mar- 
kel, and American horses were shipped 
to England at the rate of 20,000 a year. 
{ am speaking, of course, of the prac- 
ical working horse—the ‘machine’ 
horse, as they call it in America, In 
ten years the market has run dry, and 
now we import about ten American 
horses a month into England, 4 

“The South African war did more to 
deplete the supply of horses than any- 
thing of late years, and now America 
wants all the horses she has for her- 
self, while the same ‘thing applies to 
| Canada, 

“Ton years ago 4 good horse, suit- 
able for omnibus and*heavy work, cost 
$25 in America, which, with the $50 
freight, brought the price up to $125. 
‘To-day tho American horse costs exact- 
ly twice as much 

“One of the finest horses I have ever 
had is an American, which cost $420. 
Il is used on state occasions by the city 
corporation to-day, and I would be wil- 
ling to pay almost any price for an- 
other if I could match it. 

“After the American market gave 
way, the buyers tried Denmark, and in 
& very few months that supply was ex- 
hausted also. Now we have to rely

The receipts have gone 
up 10 per cent. over all our routes, 
while the motor-omnibus receipts are 
down at least 15 per cent. The public 
heve got over the novelty, and -are 
going back to the reliable horse-omni- 
bus. You see people standing on fhe 
kerb letting motor-omnibuses go by and 
deliberately choosing a horse-drawn 
vehicle.”

and at Jast in 1895 he entered the shelter 
of the poorhouse, which he never left, 
except to drive with old friends. 

To the master cf the poorhouse, who 
knew something of his amazing carcer, 
he was always a polished, courteous old 
man, who rarely referred to his past, 
but whose education, manners and 
breeding told their own story. His chief 
recreations were backgammon and 
chess. He never gave the slightest 
trouble, never grumbled or seemed dis- 
contented..

CAPTAIN MADE BIG LOAF 


FLOUR STOPPED A LEAK ON A BIG 
STEAMSUIP. 


The Anchor Liner Ethiopia Was Saved 
From Sinking by a Flour 
Bulwark. 


Probably the Jargest ~loof of bread 
ever kneaded was that made by Capt. 
Wilson, of the Anchor liner Ethiopia, 
which has just been sold for the junk 
Ncap. The announcement of the sale 
fo “foreign account" of the famous At- 
luntic packet begins the last chapter 
in the history of a vessel that has out- 
lived mony a larger and more preten- 
tious ship buill of steel. 

Few ships have survived afler such 
4 close call as the sturdy little half- 
round-stern steamship had when she 
cellided with an iceberg as big as un 
acre lot, The vessel had in her cargo 
a lot of flour in sacks. 

SEA THROUGH BULKHEAD. 


The Ethiopia had left New York on 
June 2, 1894, bound for Glasgow. On 
the afternoon of June 6, while going 
al three-quarter speed through a dense 


fog, she hit an iceberg, the shock 
throwing everytody off his feet. The 
p&ssengers rushed for the lifeboats, 


and Capt. Wilson, then believing the 
ship could not stay afloat, ordered the 
boats swung out. 

Her bows had been crushed clear to 
{he collision bulkhead, which held. 
On receiving this report from his of- 
ficers, Capt. Wilson assembled the pas- 
sengers in the main saloon and assur- 
e.tham there was no immediate dan- 
ver. The carpenter reported, however, 
that water was coming through the 
bulkhead at an alarming rate. Capt. 
Wilson, according to Shipping Ilus- 
trated, remembered how he had often 
watched his mother mix-bread and how 
sticky the dough became. 

FROM PRAYER *YTO WORK. 

He called all hands, ordered them to 
lesye off praying and fall to. Bag 
after bag of flour was turned out cf 
the main hatch and carried forward by 
beth crew and passengers. Abaft the 
bulkhead the sacks were piled in ticrs 
ss closely as possible. The bulkhead 
was completely reinforced by a wall ¢f 
flour, When the flour became saturat- 
ec with the sea water the resull was a 
bulwark as firm as cement, 

The Ethiopia was put ahead at one- 
quarter speed. Then for two days 
more the crew worked shifling the car- 
gq aft so as to lift the broken bows 
out of water. She was then forced 
nhead at three-quarter speed. She was 
due in the Clyde on June 13, but did 
not get there until June 17, Those 
who saw her coming in marvelled that 
she kept afloat. 

Capt. Wilson received a gold medal, 
a watch and a purse for his good work. 
The passengers divided $1,350 among 
the members of the crew.

NY even numbered section of Dominion 
A Lands in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, excepting 8 and 26, nob reserved, may 
be homesteaded by any person who is the sole 
head of a Tamily, or any male over 18 years of 


age, to the extent of one-quarter section of 160 
acres, more or less, 


Application for entry must be made in “per 
son by the applicant at a Dominion Land 
Agency or Sub-agency for the district in which 
the land is situate. Entry by proxy may, 
however, be made at an Agency on certain co

Author of Book Praises Rank and File, 
But Blames the Officers. 


M. Charlés Humbert, formerly aide-de- 
camp to General Andre, and now Radi- 
eat Deputy for the Meuse, has published 
a book on the French army and _ the 
Stale and national defences, which 
makes sensational reading, The volume, 
which is entitled “Sommes-nous _ De- 
fendus ?" (Are we Defended?) was placed 
on sale in Paris the other day, and al- 
ready there has been an enormous de- 
mand for it . If a tithe of the strictures 
contained in the book are true, then the 
French army, a6 a fighting machine, is 
in a worse state of muddle, and in even 
o more hopeless state of unprepared- 
ness than it was at the outbreak of the 
Franco-Prussian war. 

The author has nothing but praise for 
the rank and file. ‘The evil, he says, is 
among the officers holding high com- 
mands. The real Commander-in-Chief of 
the French army is not the President of 
the Republic, nor the Minister of War, 
bul the bureaucrats of the War Office, 
the slaves of rouline, who, through pro- 
fessional jealousy and political hatred, 
nullify each other's efforts, He contends 
{hat the detested system of delation en- 
couraged by Andre, the existence of re- 
ligious and political animosities and the 
method of promotion by favoritism have 
destroyed the moral of the French offi- 
cer, who finds {t useless to aim at indi- 
vidual efficiency, and to excel in his pro- 
fessicn, since the aid of a powerful pro- 
tector can alone bring him advance- 
ment.

Eggless Dark Fruit Cake.—Use one cup 
of brown sugar, one cup of molasses, 
one-third cup of lard, one cup of hot wa- 
ter, one tablespoon saleratus dissolved 
in the hot water, one tablespoon each of 
cinnamon, claves, allspice, and ginger, 
one cup of raisins rubbed in a litile flour, 
Bake in slow oven for forty-five min- 
utes.

1 A Plant That is Attaining |mmense Propor- 
tions Under Superintendency of 
Mr. P. Kirkegaarde. 


(From the Canadian Mining Journal.) 


A smelting establishment, as inter- 
esting as it is unique, has been com- 
pleted at Deloro, Ontario. The cause 
of its erection was the crying need of a 
Canadian metallurgical plant that 
would treat the arsenical ores of the 
Cobalt district. Such a plant, of 
cotirse, does exist at Copper Cliff. 
Bit the increasing output of Cobalt 
camp, the complexity of the ores, and 
a growing sense of the futility ot sh‘p- 
ping ore to American smelters, point- 
ed indisputably to the necessity of 
building a new plant. 

Deloro is historic ground. The 
superintendent of the Deloro Mining 
& Reduction Company, Mr. P. Kirke- 
gaard, has played an important role 
in the deyelopment of the famous gold 
arsenic mines of the district. It may 
then be not irrelevant to incorporatea 
short sketch of Deloro’s mining history 
in this article. 

I shall not attempt to trace the 
mininy actiyities.of the famous De- 
loro mine farther back than 1898, 
The mists of nine or ten years are 


hard*enough to penetrate. The rising 
eneration thinks in years, not 
ecades, 


The year 1898 witnessed the reopen- 
ing of the Deloro mine after a sbut- 
down, The Gatling, Tuttle and Kes- 
wick shafts were deepened to 192 feet, 
122 feet and 5) feet respectively. 
Eight hundred and seventy-eight feet 
in all of levels were reported in the 
mine. A new 10 stamp mill, a bromo- 
cyanide plant, a well-fitted laboratory 
and a new power house were added 
during this year, 

Great progress was made in 1899, 
Not only were extensiye underground 
developments carried through, but 
the plant was enlarged’so as to include 
the process of arsenic recovery, The 
owners, the Canadian Gold Fields, 
Limited, were now successfully ex- 
tracting gold and arsenic from the 
Deloro mispickel ores. 

The concentrates from the stamp 
mill after being treated with bromo- 
cyanide were dried and roasted in a 
revolving cylindrical roaster. The 
volatilized arsenic trioxide was then 
condensed in a series of brick cham- 
bers with vertical baffle walls and col- 
lected from these chambers. The 
product was refined by re-roasting 
and re-condensing. pa 

Important enlargements were pro- 
jected and begun in 1900. The stamp 
mill Was doubled in capacity. Wilfley 
tables, Bartletts and Fraue Vanners 
were installed, and an extra vat for 
the cyanide plant was built; the 
arsenic plant, moreoyer, was com- 


pletely reorganized; and underground 


development was not neglected, 

In 1901 operations were continued 
on a full scale, Improvements and 
additions were constantly being made. 

Calamity overtook the mine in 
A heavy flow of water 
was encountered in sinking a winze 
from the fourth level. As a conse- 
quence mining was stopped and the 
stamp mill ranout ofore, ‘The arsenic 
plant, howeyer, continued treating 
concentrates and ore from other 
properties, 

There had been, meanwhile, much 
talk of consolidating the various mis- 
pickel properties of the Marmora 
region and of centralizing operations 
at Deloro. . Nothing came of this. 
Work was then suspended at the 
mine and plant of the Canadian Gold- 
fields, and was not resumed, 

The production of arsenic from 1899 
to 1902 inclusive, all of which is eredit- 
edto the Deloro works, is shown in 
the following table :—

The suspension of operations was 
due mostly to a heavy drop in the 
price of white arsenic, The intricate 
problems associated with the reduc- 
tion and smelting of the ore and with 
the recovery of arsenic and gold had 
been attacked and solved by Messrs. 
Kirkegaard and Wright. ‘The mine 
and plant had been brought to a con- 
dition of great efficiency. But an 
absentee board of directors and a de- 
pressed market turned the tide, 


It will throw light upon the present 
work of the Deloro Mining & Redue- 
tion Company to glance for a moment 
at the methods employed by their pre- 
decessors. 

As to the form and origin of the De- 
loro deposits, Dr. W. G. Miller con- 
firms the conclusions reached by Mr. 
Kirkegaard. In the Eleventh Report 
of the Ontario Bureau of Mines, Dr, 
Miller writes thus of them : 

The ore . consist essentially of 
mispickel the quartz is considerable 
dolomite and calcite, This latter 
mineral frequently contains iron in 
the ferrous condition,.... Iron pyrites 
in much smaller quantities than mi 
pickel is also present. Copper pyrites 
in found at times...,Secondary min- 
erals, such as hematite, arsenolite and

"Gold is found in visible geains and 


;rarely, occurring in minute rounded 


scales in the quartz and associated 
with the mispickel, sometimes, but 


grains attached to the faces of mis- 
pickel crystals. The greater part of 
the gold is, however, mixed through 
the mispickel in a very finely divided 
and invisible form....The diorite in 
which the ore bodies are found at the 
Deloro is finer in grain than at the 
Belmont mine. There appears to be 
two varieties of dark colored rocks in 
this yicinity, one of which is clearly of 
igneous origin, holding fragments at 
times of the other. The latter may 
be different in origin from the former 
and is often closely associated with 
crystalline limestone or cale schist.... 
The ore bodies in the diorite cut across 
granite dikes, as is evident from the 
dump heap....Since dikes of granite 
are never found cutting through or 
disturbing the ore bodies, it is evident 
that the fissures or cavities now occu- 
pied by the ores were formed subse- 
quently to the period when’ the 
granite cut through the diorite.... 
Along the walls where the diorite has 
been decomposed the rock is a schist, 
talcose or chloriticin character. The 
edges of the ore lenses pass into this 
schist, which is distinctly laminated. 
When rock of this character is met 
with in the workings it is an indica- 
tion that an ore body is near at hand.” 

A further extract from papers read 
by Messrs. Kirkegaardand Wright be- 
fore the Canadian Mining Institute at 
Montreal in 1901 describes the treat- 
ment of the ore. 


“A modern system for hoisting, 
sorting and carrying the ore a dis- 
tance of 800 feet to the mill has been 
adopted, There are 20 stamps weigh- 
ing 850 pounds each, 10 dropping 100 
times to the minute with 6 to 7 inches 
drop. Screens are 40 mesh burr slot. 
Crushing capacity is 80 tons a day. 
The average saying is 5? per cent. of 
assay value by amalgamation only. 
The concentrating plant consists of 
three hydraulic classifiers, and five 6 
foot smooth belt vanners for the old 
10 stamps; and three Wilfley tables, 
one classifying cone, and one Bartlett 
table for the new 10 stamps, ‘The tail- 
ings carry only 2 to 2.5 per cent. of 
the original gold values and 0.5 per 
cent. of the arsenic contents of the 
milling ore. The concentrates are 
transported in cars to the leaching 
Bsoh Where they are treated by the 

vomo-cyanide process. This consists 
(1) Extraction of gold by leaching the 
finely ground ore with a solution of 
potassium cyanide to which is added 
a small quantity of a solution of 
eyanogen-bromide—a haloid salt of 
cyanogen; (2) precipitation of the gold 
from this bromo-cyanide solution by 
means of metallic zinc; (3) removal 
and smelting of the zinc-gold slimes, 
thus obtaining the pure gold. 

“The plant now in use, situated in a 
two storey building below the mill, 
consists of four leaching vats fitted 
with sand and pebble filters bottoms 
and bottom discharge gates, four 
solution or ‘liquor’ tanks on the floor 
above, three small Northey duplex 
steam pumps for circulating the 
liquors, three small ‘sump tanks,’ each 
of 40 gallon capacity, two 50 gallon 
tanks holding stock solution of 
cyanogen-bromide, one Salman's 
patent precipitating cone for zine 
fume, filter press, one zinc box pipe 
Systems, one acid treatment tank, one 
settling tank and one filter tub, The 
extraction of gold from the concent- 
rates gives an average of 90.5 per 
cent, This with the values saved by 
amalgamation gives a total saving of 
8S to 90 per cent. of the original gold 
contents of the ore, a result which, as 
an average of two years’ steady work, 
is generally admitted to be exceptional 
on s0 refractory an ore, ‘The concent- 
rates, after the extraction of the gold, 
are sent to the arsenic works, where 
they are calcined for the arsenical 
contents, Lhe crude arsenic resulting 
from the roasting is refined, and pro- 
duces white arsenic of a pure white 
color, analyses of which show 99.6 to 
100 per, cent. pure arsenious oxide 
(As 203). The production is eighty 
tons per month.” 


The reader will gain from the above 
a fair conception of the manner and 
scale of operations conducted by the 
Canadian Goldfields, Limited. It may 
be remarked that the Deloro plant 
stands unique in America. 

II 

After a year ov more of preparation 
the plant of the Canadian Goldfields 
has been remodelled, large additions 
have been made and the new, com 
plete and iodern metallurgical estab- 
lishment operated by the Deloro Min- 
ing & Reduction Company has com- 
menced treating ore from Cobalt. 

The crushing department of the 
establishment is equipped with one 
Blake crusher, 7 inches by 10 inehes; 
high speed rolls, 8 inches by 24 inchew; 
and a No. 5 Krupp ball mill, The ore, | 
after crushing, is elevated to the 
upper floor in cars on a 6 foot by 6 foot 
platform eleyator, Both floors are 
provided with a system of rails and| 
turntables to facilitate moving of cars| 
from the various departments to the 
elevator: and again froin the elevator 
to the bins. “he ove is cleyated to 


| the top floor, emptied into large steel | 


stock bins and thence fed automati- 
cally to sampler. One-tenth of the 
ore is cut out for a sample and is then 
taken to sampling floor, 

SAMPLING DEPARTMENT. The 
samnpling department consists of two 
rooms, one having a smooth sampling 
floor of concrete, the other containing 
a coniplete set of sampling machinery. 
This machinery includes rock breaker, 
sample grinder, pebble mills, bucking 
plates, screens, scales, moisture scales, 
drying oven, etc, 

The bulk ore, after being fine-milled 
and weighed, is elevated to a steel 
hopper from which it is fed automati- 
cally to a Synder sampler, which is 
set toccut out 10 per cent. of the ore. 

This 10 per cent. iv aguin fed to a 
Snyder sampler, the quantity thus 
obtained being taken ina closed buggy 
or barrow to the sampling floor. 
Here after thorough mixing, it is con- 
ed and quartered. 

The first quartevings of this sample 
are divided into two distinct samples, 
which are again quartered down inde- 
pendently of each other. 

The duplicate samples thus obtained 
are ground in pebble mills after weivh- 
ing. This obviates losses by dusting. 
The metallics are separated on a 100 
mesh sereen, and weighed and assay- 
ed separately. 

From each of these final pulp 
samples six sets of laboratory samples 
are drawn, the remainder of pulp be- 
ing sealed up and retaineduntil settle- 
ment is made for the shipment of ore. 

The six sets of samples above men- 
tioned are scaled in the presence of 
the shipper’s representative, two 
samples being handed to the latter, 
two to the Deloro Mining & Reduction 
Company's sampler and the remain- 
ing two retained tor umpire assay in 
case of any disagreement in shipper’s 
and smelter’s assays. a \ 

When practicable the metallics from 
the screening of these samples are 
similarly divided into three portions. 

The metallics obtained from millin, 
bulk ore are melted into bars whic 
are weighed and sampled by drilling. 
A special mill is used in the sampling 
room for reducing the drillings to the 
necessary degree of fineness for tinal 
Beart and assaying. : 

All final quartering of samples is 
done on a table fitted with a plate 
glass top, which presents an ideal sur- 

‘ace for this pariicular work, It is 
at this stage that errors are most apt 
to creep in, _As the samples are re- 
duced to smaller and smaller size the 
dangers of contamination increase, 
A wooden surface is retentiye of the 
finer particles of ore and metallic sil- 
ver. An iron surface wears unevenly 
and fragments of its surface are often 
included in the sample. A glass sur- 
face is smooth, hard, readily cleaned 
and easily renewed in case of accident. 

The sampling departments occupies 
the north end of the new building, 
The passage between the crushing de- 
partment and the laboratory section 
of the sampling room is composed of 
two glass partitions, This permits the 
shipper’s representative to see the 
whole operation of weighing, quarter- 
ing, etc. Henlso sees the taking of 
the bulk sample, The arrangements 
at this point are most ingenious. 
Every inch of space has been utilized 
to the utmost advantage.

Sir,—Allow me to draw attention 
to amatter that interests the com- 
munity at large; that isthe lowering 
of the water of Moira Lake, Last 
summer one or two gentlemen cir- 
culated a petition praying the Council 
of Huntingdon to take the necessary 
steps to lower the water under the 
Drainage Act. The petition was sign- 
ed by three quarters of the residents 
who had land drowned by the dam, 
and then handed into the Council 
some three or four months ago, and 
that wasabout the last heard of it, 
Now sir allow me to point out to you 
the necessity of bringing pressure to 
bear on the Council to carry ont their 
part of the programne, as you are 
aware the City of Belleville are taking 
active steps to acquire all the dam 
sites on the Moira River, for the pur- 
pose of storing water, to be used dur- 
ing the dry seasons. Now if the City 
acquires thedam site at the foot of 
Moira Lake, it means that we will 
have high water for all time; whereas 
if the people owned the dam and all 
the land it drowned, it wou'd cost the 
City more perhaps than sh~ would be 
willing to pay. At present the City 
would only have to acquire the dam 
site and the drowned land would re- 
main useless as at present, and the 
owners would be unable to recover 
any damages to their lands, 

The City's Engineer has alveady 
made a favorable report on the Stor- 
age capacity of the Lake. Another 
reason is, with stagnant water in the 
vicinity, we are courting an epidemic 
at any time: to say noth ng about 
the 1000 or 1200 acres of valuable land 
rendered which could be re- 
claimed at a very slight cost in ProHor, 
tion to the value of the Jand so re- 
claimed under the Drainage Act.

ENGINEER DID NOT TAKE SIDING FOR 
S00 EXPRESS—WRECKAGE TOOK 
FIRE, 

North Bay, Nov. 15.—The list of 
railway wrecks on the main line of 
the G.P.R., including those at Sand 
Point two years ago and Azilda 
and Chapleau last year, hac nother 
terrible addition Jast night at 11.45, 
when a light engine from Chalk River 
crashed head on into the Soo east- 
bound express, crowded with pissen- 
gers, and seven lives were lost, besides 
eleven passengers more or less injured. 

The light engine left the divisional 
point at Chalk River in charge of En- 
gineer James Hendry and Fireman 
Nadeau of North Bay, and as. both 
were killed the real cause of the acci- 
dent may never be known.

Weeds are introduced upon a farm in 
y of ways, Many have their 
seeds sown with those of the crops; this 
iS particularly the case Where the seeds 
of the weeds and Of the grain are so 
nearly alike in size that their separa- 
tion is dificult, Proper care in procur- 
ing and preserving clean seed will often 
Save much future trouble and vexation. 

The observing farmer. will notice the 
means which nature has provided for 
the scattering of seeds and he will find 
that the most pernicious weeds. seem to 
have been especially furnished with 
contrivances to facilitate their disper- 
sion. The burdock, hounds-tongue and 
others have barbs or hooks by which 
they adhere to clothing and the coats 
of animals, and are widely distributed 
by this agency. All of the thistles and 
many others of the same family have 
a tuft of fine, silky hair attached to the 
seed by which they are buoyed upon 
{he air and wafted from place fo place. 
So numerous are the ways by wifich 
Seeds are dispersed that however care 
ful a farmer may be upon his own pre- 
mises, a slovenly and neglectful neigh- 
bor may cause him infinite annoyance 
by furnishing him with an abundant 
supply. 

The vitality of seeds particularly if 
buried in the earth below the reach of 
influences which promote germination 
‘nm some cases endures through many 
years; hence, an old field after deep 
plowing has often a large crop of weeds 
from the seeds thus brought to the sur- 
face. Weeds which have been cut or 
pulled after they have flowered should 


1ot be thrown on the manure heap, for 
they will frequently ripen much of their 
sced, which will be distributed when 
tuanuring the land. In all weeding il! 
is of the greatest importance that il 
should be done before the plants have 
formed seed. This should be regarded 
equally with animal and perennial weeds. 
The prolific character of some weeds 


| is astonishing; each head of an oOx-cye 


daisy for instance, is not a simple flow- 
er, but a collection of a great many 
flowers, each one of which produces 1 
seed; and as a single plant bears a greal 
many heads, the number of seeds that 
a single individual is capable of sup- 
plying in a season is astonishing. 
Annual weeds are much more readily 
kept in check than the perenials, which, 
especially those mulliplying extensively 
by their underground root stocks, often 
becomé truly formidable. In their cast 
not only has the propagation by seed 
to be prevented, but the underground 
shoots also, have to be kept down. I! 
is very important that agricullurists 
should understand the way in whic! 
these plants grow that he may know 
how to direct his efforts to contro! 
them, A perennial weed like couch 
grass or the sow-thistle is during thi

CENTURY-LONG TREASURE HUNT. 


Another Attempt Will Be Made to Re- 
cover $5,875,000 from Hold of Lutine. 


The news that yet another attempt is 
t) be made to recover the remainder of 
the gold from the hold of H.M.S, Lutine, 
recalls memories of one of the most pro- 
tracted treasure hunts of modern times— 
a hunt that has lasted, cff and on, for 
considerably over a hundred years. 

The Lutine sailed for Holland on Oc- 
lober 8th, 1799, having on board some 
£1,350,000 in bullion and coined money, 
wherewith to pay the English troops 
then Serving in the “Low Countries,” and 
for other purposes. She had scarcely 
cleared the Downs when a terrific gale 
sprang up, and twenty-four hours later 
she foundered off the island of Terschel- 
ling. Only one member of the crew was 
saved, and he died before reaching Eng- 
land,

NEW WESTSINSTER ABBEY. 


Radical Changes Neing Made in the Old 
Structure, 


Visitors to London next year will find 
that a change has come over Westmin- 
ster Abbey. It is now being restored, a 
process of which it stood in great need; 
fo. London's smoke-laden atmosphere 
had played havoc with the slonework, 
which was sealing rapidly and falling 
away. 

The restoration work has been going 
on for some time, but it cnly now is 
apparent what the real character of the 
work is . Instead of merely repairing the 
finé ornamental stone parapets which, 
although of comparatively reoent date, 
had begun lo assume the appearance of 
age, new parapels of the battlement 
type are being erecled by the cathedral 
authorities. 

A good deal of criticism is being 
hurled at the heads of those responsible 
for this change, though it is declared 
thal in erecting the batllement étyle of 


parapets they are simply following the

Uses to Which They Were Put by Peo 
ple a Few Centuries Ago. 


We re familiar nowadays with 
xf many shapes Intended for 
y variety of pur , but some old 
ned styles are merely curl

narrow spoon, for Instance, which was | 
used for extracting marrow from | 
bones. It was made double, one end | 
being used for small bones and 


other for those of larger bore. 

Another example is the mulberry 
spoon. This has a perforated bowl and 
n spiked and pointed handle, says the 
London Globe. The impjements were 
made for use In a day when mulber 
rles were much more commonly eaten 
than they are at the present time. 
With the perforated bow! a little sugar 
was sprinkled on the berry, which was 
| then conveyed to the mouth on the 
| spiked end of the handle. 

The introduction of tea led to the 
making of a variety of new kinds of 
spoons, including the necessary tea- 
spoon itself, some of which still re- 

| main In use, while others have disap- 

peared. At South Kensington may be 
seen, for example, a curious collection 
of the little scoops so well known 
to our great-grandmothers as 
Spoons. 
foned kind have long been superseded, 
and when the caddy with Its two lid- 
ded and metal lined end compartments 
and the sugar bowl In the cavity be- 
tween went out of use the caddy spoon 
or scoop disappeared also, 

Another obsolete curlosity Is the 
snulf spoon, which In the days when 
nearly everybody took suuff and took 
it everywhere was used for conveying 
the scented powder from the box to 
the hand or in some cases direct to the 
nose. Candle spoons and pap spoons 
also are out of date. A Llangollen 
gentleman a few months ago wrote in 
ao Shropshire paper that be had in his 
possession a silyer pap spoon which 
had been originally given by the Mar- 
quis of Exeter to a member of the 
Hoggins family of Bolas.

The terminal 
figure was a very favorite form of 
Spoon ornamentation, 

It is most familiar in the apostle 
spoons, of which original sets fetch 
such high prices and of which latter 
day imitations are so abundant, but 
the figures were by no means confined 
fo the apostles. In some cases the 


spoons were curiously finished with 
double heads, which can hardly haye 
conduced, one would think, to conyen- 
fence of handling. A curious but de- 
cidedly unpleasant form of ornament 
gave its name to the “death's head” 
spoon, which was made for commemo- 
rative purposes,-a very unattractive 
kind of “memento mori.”

ASHERY LAWS VIOLATED 


Several Boats, Many 


Nets and a Large 


Quantity of Fish Seized. 


A despatch from Sault Ste. Marie, 
Ont., The most important sei- 
aures of fishing boats, net and fish 
effecled by tha Dominion Government 
oMcials in years, have been made in 
the neighborhood of Killarney, by Capt. 
A. C. Duncan, Dominion Inspector of 
Fisheries. It is expected that wholesale 
prosecullons will be instituted by the 
Government. Many thousands of dol- 
lars are involved in the seizures, 

Capt. Duncan passed through the 
Canadian “Soo' on Thursday on his 
way west, afier Inspecting fisheries 
under his jurisdiction in the eastern 
division. During his operations in the 
neighborhcod of Killarney, just below 
the “Soo,” Duncan was accompanied 
Ly a number of officers from the “Soo, 
and the fotifa under his charge con- 
sisted of a lug, a sailboat and a faso- 
line launch 

In nearly every instance Capt. Dun- 
can found that the fishery laws were 
being violated, the result being a large 
number of seizures, some of them con- 
sidered of the most important nature. 
The largest number of Infractions of 
the law consisted in catching whitefish 
and trout out of season and having 
them in their possession.

Capt. Duncan did not feel inclmed 
fo deal offhand with the case, consid- 
ering the extent of the seizures and 
their importance in the eyes of the 
Govermment. He accordingly referred 
the matter to the Government, which 
will take action in the near future,

PERISHED IN LANDSLIDE. 


Seventeen Workmen Buried in a French 
Road. 


A despatch from Paris says: A calas- 
frephe occurred on Wednesday on a 
rond that is being constructed belween 
the villages of Greolieres and Thoreno, 
near Grasse, The road follows the ‘river 
for a considerable distance and is cut 
fui the rocky bank of the river. It 
passes under an almost complete arch 
about two miles from the Loup railway 
bridge. Some thirty men were working 
al this point when the side of the mcun- 
tain gave way. The road was covered 
with debris for a distance of thirty 
yurds, and seventeen of the workmen 
were buried beneath the fallen earth. 
Two men were taken out alive. A man 
who was buried under the rock talked 
fo. some lime .with those trying lo save 
him. Their cfforts were useless, and the 
men died some time latér, Fourteen 
badies have been recovered.
